(1)  General:  There  are  two  Nurses  in  the  District  engaged  in  general  district  work,  who 
are  affiliated  to  the  County  Nursing  Association. 

(2)  For  Infectious  Diseases :  Infectious  diseases  were  either  nursed  by  their  relatives  or 
by  nurses  obtained  from  Nursing  Homes  or  Hospitals  outside  the  District, 

B.  — Midwives. 

There  are  2  Certified  Midwives  practising  in  the  District. 

C.  — Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres. 

There  is  one  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  in  Charlton  Road,  provided  and  staffed  by  the 
County  Council. 

D.  — Hospitals  Available  for  the  District. 

(1)  Tuberculosis:  None. 

(2)  Fever:  None. 

(3)  Other :  Some  unused  buildings  in  the  grounds  of  the  former  Isolation  Hospital  have 
been  converted  into  a  Hospital  for  the  aged  sick. 

The  Cubicle  block  of  the  former  Isolation  Hospital  has  been  converted  into  a  mater¬ 
nity  Hospital. 

There  is  the  District  Hospital  at  Shepton  Mallet  for  the  treatment  of  general  medical  and 
surgical  cases.  There  is  no  Public  Assistance  Institution,  the  building  having  been 
taken  over  by  the  County  Council  as  an  Institution  for  persons  suffering  from  Mental 
Deficiency. 

E.  — Institutional  Provision  for  Unmarried  Mothers  and  Illegitimate  Infants  :  None. 

Homeless  Children  :  Hillworth  House,  staffed  and  equipped  by  the  Somerset  County 
Council. 

F.  — Ambulance  Facilities. 

(1)  For  Infectious  Cases:  None. 

(2)  For  Non-Infectious  Cases  and  Accidents: — Two  Motor  Ambulances  and  one  sitting 
case  Car  are  kept  at  the  Ambulance  Depot,  Shepton  Mallet,  and  in  cases  of  need, 
additional  ambulances  are  obtainable  through  the  local  branch  of  the  B.R.C.S.,  and 
also  from  Wells  and  Radstock. 

G.  — Scabies  : — No  cases  of  Scabies  have  been  reported  to  me. 


6.— LABORATORY  WORK. 

Examinations  of  bacteriological  and  pathological  specimens  are  carried  out  at  The  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  Bath;  considerable  use  of  this  Laboratory  has  been  made  during  the  year, 

A  supply  of  Diphtheria  Antitoxin  is  kept  at  Messrs.  Boots  (Chemists),  and  Miss  Watkins  (Chemist) 
Supplies  can  be  obtained  from  them  by  Practitioners  on  the  National  Health  Service  Prescription  form. 


7.— PUBLIC  HEALTH  OFFICERS  OF  THE  LOCAL  AUTHORITY. 


There  is  one  Sanitary  Inspector  and  Housing  and  Sanitary  Surveyor  (a  whole-time  officer)  and 
myself  (a  part-time  officer).  There  is  one  Health  Visitor  in  the  District. 


8.— WATER  SUPPLY. 

Practically  the  whole  of  the  houses  in  the  Urban  District  have  piped  water  supplies  from  the  mains 
of  the  Shepton  Mallet  Waterworks  Company.  A  Brewery  and  Bacon  Factory  supplement  the  supply 
from  their  own  wells. 

During  the  year,  the  supply  has  been  satisfactory  both  in  quantity  and  quality. 

Satisfactory  reports  were  received  from  all  samples  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination. 

The  Beacon  Hill  spring  supply  serves  a  small  number  of  properties  in  the  northernmost  part  of  the 
urban  district,  the  remainder  of  the  area  being  fed  by  the  Winsor  Hill  springs.  The  waters  are  not 
thought  to  have  any  plumbo-solvent  action. 

A  few  houses  share  communal  taps,  five  premises  use  a  private  piped  supply  and  six  houses  rely 
on  well  supplies. 

The  Bacon  Factory  mentioned  above  has  its  own  well,  but  the  water  is  used  for  washing  down  and 
flushing  purposes  only,  the  town  supply  being  utilised  for  all  processes  in  connection  with  food  production.

Extensions  of  Public  Supplies.  The  Shepton  Mallet  Waterworks  Company’s  new  reservoir  at  Upper 
Compton  Road  was  commenced  during  1954  and  nearly  completed  by  the  end  of  the  year.  The  exten¬ 
sion  of  the  new  main  from  Cannards  Grave  to  this  reservoir  was  also  completed.  In  addition,  new  mains 
were  laid  in  connection  with  housing  developments  at  Ridgeway,  Compton  Road  and  Southfield  Estates. 

Future  Proposals.  Consideration  is  now  being  given  to  the  laying  of  new  mains  at  Cowl  Street,  Long- 
bridge,  Lower  Lane,  Kent  Road  and  West  Shepton  for  reinforcement  purposes,  as  well  as  such  extension* 
as  may  be  required  for  housing  development. 


9.— SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

Most  of  the  premises  in  the  Urban  District  are  connected  to  the  public  sewers  discharging  to 
the  treatment  works  at  Darshill;  of  these  properties,  some  twenty  are  too  low  to  be  connected  to  the  town 
sewers  discharging  to  the  main  works  and  are  therefore  connected  to  a  subsidiary  sewer  with  separate  dis¬ 
posal  arrangements.  About  seventy  properties  in  outlying  areas  are  not  connected  to  the  sewers. 

Extensions  of  Sewers  were  carried  out  during  the  year: —  in  connection  with  developement  of  the 
Council’s  Housing  Estate  at  Ridgeway  (Part  II),  and  the  War  Department  Housing  Estate  at  Compton 
Road. 

Future  proposals  include  modified  proposals  which  have  been  prepared  by  the  Council’s  Consulting  Engin¬ 
eers  for  the  modernisation  and  adaption  of  the  sewage  treatment  works  and  the  addition  of  addi¬ 
tional  filters,  in  order  to  deal  efficiently  with  the  increased  flow.  It  is  anticipated  that  the  details  of  the 
proposals  will  be  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  early  in  1955.  Further 
sewer  extensions  will  also  be  carried  out  during  1955  to  deal  with  housing  developement  at  Ridgeway 
Estate.

The  above  applications  do  not  take  into  account  the  24  families  at  present  living  in  requisitioned 
premises  and  whom  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  are  pressing  the  Council  to  re-house 
by  the  end  of  1955,  but  do  include  the  tenants  selected  for  10  houses  in  course  of  erection  by  L.A.  & 
nearing  completion  at  31.12.54. 

Three  Problems,  as  regards  Housing  will  confront  the  Council  in  the  near  future,  viz:  — 

Slum  Clearance. 

It  is  hoped  that  this  will  be  commenced  in  1955.  The  difficulty  here  will  be  to  find 
accommodation  for  families  whose  slum  houses  are  demolished  and  who  have  been 
paying  rent  at  the  rate  of  4/-  to  6/-  per  week  and  who  cannot  pay  very  much  more. 
The  National  Assistance  Board  will  undoubtedly  be  called  upon  to  help  in  some  of  these 

cases. 


The  Old  and  Infirm. 

The  problem  of  these  increasingly  numerous  persons  which  include  Widows,  elderly 
Spinsters  and  Widowers  living  alone,  is  one  of  considerable  difficulty.  Some  Local 
Authorities,  notably  in  Dorset,  have  to  some  extent  solved  the  problem  by  the  provision 
of  “  Eventide  Homes.”  The  Somerset  County  Council  have,  in  a  recent  Circular,  offered 
financial  assistance  to  Local  Authorities  contemplating  steps  in  this  direction. 

Problem  Families. 

Some  of  these  families  are  at  present  accommodated  in  requisitioned  properties.  These 
properties  are  due  to  be  de-requisitioned  by  the  end  of  1955  and  I  anticipate  that  the 
Council  will  have  considerable  difficulty  in  finding  accommodation  suitable  for  these 
families.  Possibly  some  houses,  which  would,  in  the  ordinary  course  of  events,  be  con¬ 
demned  and  demolished  under  Slum  Clearance,  might  be,  at  least  temporarily,  adapted 
to  accommodate  these  persons.

Date  Byelaws  came  into  operation — 11th  December,  1950.  No  special  action  taken  other  than 
routine  inspection  of  food  premises. 


17.— PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

The  existing  arrangements  for  the  collection  and  disposal  of  household  and  trade  refuse  have 
been  continued.  A  weekly  collection  is  made  of  all  premises  in  the  District,  this  work  is  carried  out  by 
contract,  a  Karrier  C.K.3  model  10  cubic  yard  covered  refuse  collection  vehicle  with  hydraulic  tipping 
being  used. 

As  regards  trade  refuse,  the  Council  make  a  charge,  in  normal  cases,  on  the  basis  of  5%  of  the 
rateable  value  of  the  trade  premises  and  for  this  payment  collect  trade  refuse  on  two  additional  days 
per  week.  In  the  case  of  a  large  shoe  factory,  special  arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  removal  and 
disposal  of  their  trade  refuse,  the  actual  cost  being  recovered  from  the  occupiers  of  the  premises. 

The  whole  of  the  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  tipping  on  the  controlled  system,  at  a  disused  quarry 
at  Winsor  Hill,  Downside,  Shepton  Mallet;  except  that  some  trade  refuse  and  waste  paper  are  incinerated. 

The  collection  of  waste  paper  continued  throughout  the  year. 


1  8(a).— PUBLIC  SWIMMING  BATHS  AND  POOL. 

There  is  one  Swimming  Pool  at  Eastfield  ii  the  Urban  District  owned  by  the  Council.  The 
water  is  continually  circulated,  filtered  and  chlorinated.  The  temperature  of  the  water  is  maintained  at 
about  70  deg.  F.  (minimum). 

The  type  of  purification  plant  is  the  Horseley  Piggott  with  a  Wallace  &  Tiernan  Automatic 
Chlorinator. 

The  water  was  regularly  tested,  at  both  inlet  and  outlet  for  residual  chlorine  and  pH  value.  The 
turnover  period  is  estimated  to  be  approximately  12  hours.  The  pool  is  filled  from  the  mains  of  the  Shep¬ 
ton  Mallet  Waterworks  Company. 

The  daily  number  of  bathers  fluctuates  considerably,  mainly  on  account  of  climatic  conditions; 
the  estimated  maximum  daily  load  is  400  persons,  including  a  large  proportion  of  children.

21.— CAMPING  SITES. 

There  are  no  licensed  camping  sites  in  the  area.  The  attention  of  the  occupier  of  a  field  used 
for  caravans  from  time  to  time  was  drawn  to  the  provisions  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936  as  to  licensing, 
and  the  use  of  the  site  for  this  purpose  has  now  been  discontinued.  One  small  site  is  occasionally  used 
by  members  of  associations  exempted  under  the  Act.
